The collision occurred at 10:30 


last night so that at noon today the 
victims of the disaster have been im-

Po'Hsoii .commander of the S-51 went] 
down with his ship.

That the 35 men believed1 still a- 


board the. vessel may still bei alive 
was the opinion, expressed by naval 
officers* here early today. They said 
that the'submarine being 
divided 


into 'compartments, ujay 'have been 
damagexl by the collision ' in 'only 
one compartment 
permitting the 


crew to get into other compartments 
and cling1 to.life.there a bit longer. 


It was under these conditions- and 


special provisions available to com- 
bat just such emergencies, the men 
might endure for a time 
ranging 


from 12 hours to a week, depending 
on how; badly the vessel was dam- 
aged. 


The crash is officially reported to 


have occurred at 10:24 last night.

There were three manufacturers of mousetraps that cost 


15 cents to make, that sold to dealers for 20 cents and to, the 
consumer for 30 cents. 
The manufacturer managed to7 get 


along. 


One, tired of the routine, started to advertise. He-spent 


a cent a trap. In due course, orders piled in. He had to work 
faster and more. He got new machinery. It cut his costs so 
that his traps cost him only 9 cents each. He cut his price to 
dealer to 15 cents and the retailer put his down to 25 cents.
